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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 9/10/04 
has been entered. 


2. Claim 30 is generic and allowable. Accordingly, the restriction requirement as to 
the encompassed species is hereby withdrawn and claim 36, directed to the species of 
non-elected invention no longer withdrawn from consideration since all of the claims to 
this species depend from or otherwise include each of the limitations of an allowed 
generic claim. In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to 
the linked species, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim(s) depending from or 
including all the limitations of the allowable generic linking claim(s) be presented in a 
continuation or divisional application, such claims may be subject to provisional 
statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant 
application. Once a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C.

closure lug depending from a lower peripheral edge of the closure operably engaging at 
least one child resistance lug extending from the container).
